REM  VRKS 

ON  THE  II  VRTFORll  CONVENTION. 

.VO.  ir. 

In  M.sy,  1813,  the  federal  party  ob- 
tained a majority  in  all  hranches  of  the 
government  of  Massachusetts.  .Massa- 
liiisetts  was,  tlicrelore,  now  reailv  ;< 
prep.irc  for  giving  ‘ the  tone’  to  tin 
icigliboring  sl.iics.  As,  however,  tin 
;i-gis.ative  s“ssion  at  that  season  is  al- 
vavs  very  short,  and  as  tlie  patrioii, 
I'oMPMiNS  had,  after  a warm  contest, 
just  liocn  re-elected  Govrnior  of  New 
Yoi  k,  a state  on  whose  aid  the  conveii- 
tionists  had  rested  many  hopes,  it  w is 
thought  expedient  to  defer  coinmeiicing 
iper.itior.s  till  the  f 'Mowing  session,  ii 
January,  I8i4.  Acro.iiin  ;iy,  prcvioin 
to  the  session,  great  exi  rtio  iswcre  mad.- 
to  iiidnce  the  penple  of  the  t’.iH'.  rcni 
p.iits  of  the  S'. lie  to  s nd  in  pi  tili'ans  to 
l -eir  legislature,  depicting,  in  lively  co- 
llors,  tiiiir  disir.-ss,'5,  and  calling  im  th 
Is  a e gnvernmcni  to  alford  them  relief. 
Itsiculd  be  noted,  however,  that,  of  th 
four  or  five  hundred  to'.vns  (i.  e.  to'.vii 
ships')  in  the  state, only  ahotu  tiiiriy-fivc 
pctiti'in.  d.  Still  tills  miinber  was  suffi- 
cient to  make  asonml.  As  a specimen, 
we  give  the  following  extract  I'loni  one 
o.  t!ic  petitions : 

“ \Vc  remu.ibcr  the  resistance  of  our 
f.i'liers  looppressi'. ns, which  ilwindieiii 
to  insignificance,  when  roniparcd  with 
those  wc  arcc.  iHed  upon  to  endure.  Tin 
riglils  “ which  we  have  received  from 
God.  we  will  never  yield  to  man.”  W 
call  *n|'on  our  state  legislature  to  protect 
us  in  tlic  enjoyment  of  those  privileges, 
to  assert  whicliour  fatheis  died,  and  to 
defend  which  we  profi'.ss  ourselves  rea- 
ay  to  resist  unto  blood.” 

So  promising  were  llte  signs  of  the 
tioKS,  llial  the  leading  federal  paper  of 
Roston  (Centiticl,  January  5,  1814,) 
made  this  prorlaniation  : 

“ A crisis  is  at  hand  —From  even 
quarter  we  hear  of  deep  and  loud  dis- 
content at  the  conduct  of  the  war,  and  of 
fixed  resolutions  to  set  on  foot  spirited 
and  constitulional  measures  to  restore 
peace.” 

Just  at  this  moment,  however,  an  un- 
lucky incident  occurred.  On  the  SOtli 
December,  1815,  the  Rramble,  a 13r 
t'sh  flag  ot  truce,  arrived  at  Annapolis, 
bringing  news  of  the  refusal  of  England 
to  accept  the  inediati  .n  of  Russia',  bii 
of  her  willingness  to  open  direct  negolia 
tions  for  peace.  Tins  ilews  reached  llos 
ton  ahotu  eight  days  before  the  meeting 
of  the  legislature.  Instantly  all  was  a- 
baek.  'Tnc  goodiy  materials  of  resist- 
iiice  .and  ilisunion  were  scattere;!  and 
■disjointed  by  tne  rumours  ol  peace. — 
'I'liough  the  memorials  IVo'ii  different 
par's  called  louiliy  for  aid,  especially  a- 
gamst  the  embargo  of  December  1813  ; 
tnongh  the  newspapers,  during  the  ses- 
vion,  were  ocbasiotully  invi.king  the  ic- 
gislature  to  ‘ lace  the  foe,’  nn-aning  by 
‘ he  foe’  the  govermneiit  of  the  Union — 
yet,  after  much  consultation,  the  lead- 
ers deemed  it  most  pi  intent  to  postpone 
the  project  to  a more  fit  opporiuniiy. — 
Tiiiy,  therefore,  contented  themselves 
with  a long  and  inflamniatory  report  on 
the  subject  of  the  memorials.  Among 
other  t ings  the  report  says: 

“ Vtfe  spurn  the  idea  tlu.f  ’.he  free,, 


sovereign,  afid  independent  state  of  Mas- 
sachusetts is  reduced  to  a mere  muiiici-  > 
pal  corporation,  without  power  to  pro- 
tect its  people,  and  to  defend  them  from 
opprcssio'i,  from  whatever  quarter  it 
comes.  Whenever  the  national  com- 
pact  is  violated,  and  the  citizens  of  this 
state  are  oppressed  by  cruel  and  unau- 
h 'rized  law,  this  legislature  is  bound  t» 
interpose  its  power  and  wrest  from  the 
oppressor  liis  victim.” 

“ 'The  question,  ilien,  is  not  a question 
of  |)ower  or  right  with  this  legislature^ 
but  of  time  and  expediency.” 

“ .Ardently  desiring  peace,  they  (the 
conimiuee)  arc  disposed  to  allow  the 
government  some  lime  longer  to  prove 
its  sincerity,  and  to  retrace  its  steps.” 

“ And  the  committee  doubt  not  that 
the  real  friends  of  peace  will  continue 
conscientiously  to  retrain  from  affording 
any  voluntary  aid  or  encouragement  to 
this  most  disastrous  war.” 

y\mongthe  remedies  discussed  in  the 
I'cport  one  is  u convcoiion  of  delegate.** 
from  certain  states,  “ to  propose,  urge, 
and  even  insist  upon,  such  explicit  dec- 
larations of  power  or  restriction,  .as  will 
prevent  the  most  hardy  I'rom  any  future 
attempts  to  oppress,  under  the  color  of 
the  constitution.”  But  for  this  remedy, 
they  were  not  tlien  prepared,  though 
they  declared  the  right  of  resorting  to 
it.  The  truth  is,  the  arrival  of  the  Brain-' 
ble  had  disconcerted  all  their  plans. 

As  great  expectations,  however,  had 
been  formed  by  political  zealots,  of  the 
interposition  of  the  state,  an  apology 
was  due  for  the  disappointment  of  these 
expectations.  Accordingly,  the  Centi* 
ncl,  in  announcing  the  adjournment  of 
the  legislature,  nude  the  apology.  It 
began  tiius: 

“ The  adjournment  of  tbe  legislature, 
without  some  effectual  intsrposition  for" 
the  relief  of  their  sull'cring  constituents^ 
will  have  created  disappointment  in  ma- 
ny instances  to  friends  and  enemies.  It 
is  well  known  that  a firm  and  intelli- 
gent m.joriiy  sulfaiciitly  numerous  to 
look  do'ivn  all  opposition,  were  prepared 
to  adopt  any  measures  which  the  coi» 
viction  of  sober  judgement  would  justi- 
fy ; and  tlut  the  great  body  of  the  pc  ■> 
pie  of  this  state  were  ready  to  support 
the  legislature  in  any  course  which  they 
might  have  authorized.  It  is  also  ana- 
gi'tcd  point,  that  the  tyranny  and  op- 
ii'.  ssiuii  rcs'uiiiiig  from  laws  made  in 
I'iolalion  of  the  Icderal  compact,  would 
lave  justified  the  people  of  this  com- 
.iionwtallli  in  performing  the  great  tiu- 
V oi  self -protection,  iax-  aid  in  which,  if 
.•e(|uisile,  there  is  sufficient  assurance 
if  co-operation,  from  other  states  whose 
circumstances  are  similar,  arising  not 
from  compact,  but  from  known  disposi- 
tion,  and  the  feelings  of  good  fellow  ship 
'ind  rmittial  interest.  There  was  in 
slioi't  no  obstacle  to  the  execution  of  any 
system,  wliicli  might  have  been  resolved 
on,  that  would  not  have  vanished  belote 
the  M.tjesty  of  the  New  England  Lion 
rising  in  his  strength.” 

In  the  close,  several  reasons  arc  a^» 
signed  for  thur“dignified  fo  bcarauce.” 
The  first  is,  the  hope  of  such  a change 
in  public  opinion  as  would  produce  rc- 
loi'ni"  without  open  or  violent  collisions, 
which  once  commenced  might  not  be  ea- 
sily appeased.”  .Another  is,  that"  laws 
framed  f.ir  the  express  niii/ I'nnoccn/ puii. 
pose  of  iiroiccting  the  coasting  trade  Sc 
fisheries  ; ov  a convention  of  dele-ates 
for  definite  objects  of  reform  and  re- 
dress  of  grievances,”  might  have  re- 
tarded peace — that  “an  open  oppositi-n 
here,  though  professedly  confined  to 
particular  laws,”  might  have  “ outra- 
ged or  intimidated  our  cabinet  into  con- 
cessions of  Eastern  Interests."  An- 
other is,  the  hope  of  peace.  Another—. 
“ there  is  time  enough  ye/— the  spii  it  of 
the  country  w ill  not  be  broken  in  ninety 
days,  unless  it  be  already  too  base  for 
patri  itic  exertion.” 

Tiiis  manilesto  bears  the  plain  stamp 
•)!  authority.  It  was  evidently  written 
by  some  leading  conventiauist. 

.Such  was  the  issue  of  the  third  at- 
tempt at  organizing  opposition  to  the  u- 
nion.  The  first  attempt  in  1809,  was 

.Ideated  by  Erskine’s  arrangement ; 

tne  second,  in  1812,  by  Dexter;  and 
the  third,  in  January,  1814,  by  the  Bram- 
ble. In  our  next  we  shall  remark  on 
the  fourth  and  last  attempt,  in  the  atir 
tumh  of  the  same  year.

MISSOURI  BILL. 

[This  bill  is  that  which  has  been  so 
lonij  debated  in  the  house  of  Represema* 
tiv'.-s,  and  contains  the  provision  restrict- 
ing; slavery.] 

The  bill  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bar- 
bour, immediat  y tak.en  up  and  read 
a first  and  second  time ; and,  at  his  in- 
atance  also,  was  then  forthwith  taken  up 
as  in  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Barbour  then  moved  to  amend 
the  bill  by  striking  out  the  flr.oviao  re- 
quiring; the  new  stal^to  interdict  slavery 
SritSin  its  limits.  The  subject,  he  said, 
had  been  so  fully  discussed,  and  so  often 
passed  upon,  and  tne  yeas  and  nays  rc- 
Cuixled  on  it,  that  he  lltougbt  it  unneces- 
ttry  to  say  any  thing  on  the  subject ; and 
he  should  forbear  even  the  asking  fur  the 
pt-as  and  nays  upon  it. 

Mr.  King,  ofNvvv  York,  said  he  was 
perfectly  ready  to  concur  in  the  senti- 
ment expressed  by  the  gentleman  from 
Virginia.  He  ha;!  no  idea  of  producing 
delay  in  bringing  tnis  matter  to  a conclu- 
sion, which  would  be  the  effect  of  dis- 
cussion ; but  w.  s ready  to  concur  in  any 
course  which  would  ]ead  to  us  speedy 
tcniii-ontion. 

Mr.  Horsey  said,  that,  having  been  ne- 
ccss'jiily  absent  when  this  question  was 
before  d tided,  he  wisced  now  lobe  in- 
dulg' d witli  ail  opportunity  ol  recording 
his  vote.

VV’hen  we  go  in- 
to the  territory  which  was  iitiinhabitcd 
at  the  date  of  the  Louisiana  tr,  aty,  and 
is^ot  iininhahiteii,  very  few,  he  believ- 
ed, enteriained  scruples  as  to  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  restriction.  For  his 
pen.  he  did  not  s-.e  on  «hat  principle, 
the  constitution  could  be  brought  to 'lear; 
on  the  subject.  He  had  offered  this  a-' 
nieudmem  witn  a view,  should  its'ioul 
succeed,  to  vote  for  the  bill  in  its  pre-j 
sent  form.  He  had  little  doubt  that  it! 
contained,  principles  on  which,  were  it| 
agreed  to,  tlie  bin  would  pass  the  other 
house  ; and  he  was  under  the  impres- 
sion that  it  would  not  succeed  on  tl.e 
princi])lc  of  the  amendment  of  the  gen- 
tleman from  Illinois,  as  it  now  stood. 

The  question  wis  tiien  taken  without 
debate,  on  Mr.  Trimble’s  motion  to  a- 
meiid  the  amendment,  as  above  slated, 
Slid  decided  as  follows :

RELATIONS  WITH  SPAIN. 

Mr.  Looundea,  from  the  committee  0J7 
foreign  relations,  delivered  in  the  follow- 
ing report: 

'The  committee  to  whom  has  been  re- 
ferred so  much  of  the  President’s  mes- 
sage, at  the  commencement  of  the  ses- 
sion, as  relates  to  foreign  affairs,  respect- 
fully report. 

Th-at  their  attention  was  directed,  im- 
mediately upon  their  appointment,  to  the 
state  of  the  relations  of  the  United  Stales 
with  Spain,  and  that  tlidr  delay  in  mak- 
ing a report  upon  them  must  be  attribu- 
ted to  their  wish  “to  aft'ord  an  opportu- 
nity for  such  friendly  comnmnicaiions, 
dur'mg  the  present  session  of  congress,” 
as  tne  government  of  Spain  had  authori- 
zed us  to  expect.  'They  thought  it  bet- 
ter that  congress  should  postpone  its  de- 
terniinatiiins  definitive,  than  that  it  should 
pass  a contingent  act  for  authorizing 
measures  which  it  was  not  ])roposcd  im- 
mediately to  execute — that  it  should 
found  hs  determination  upon  relations 
iscortihied  to  exist,  than  npona  ralcula- 
I ion  of  events  wliich  might  be  expected 

0 occur  during  its  sitting. 

But  more  than  a year  has  passed  since 

he  signature  of  the  treaty  by  which  it 
..as  proposed  to  termiRatc  the  long  dif- 
■erencts  between  the  United  States  and 
Spain.  More  than  six  months  since,  the 
-ippoiiitment  of  a new  minister  from 
Spain,  who  was  “forthwith”  lo  make 
known  to  the.  United  States  the  inteii 
tioiis  of  his  government,  and  vre  have  ad- 

1 aticed  so  far  in  the  session  as  to  make  it 
necessary  to  propoac,  w ithout  further  de- 
lay, any  measure  on  which  it  is  expected 
tliat  congress  s;iall  act  before  its  adjourn- 
nicnt. 

'The  committee  vvill  not  attempt  to 
u.VI  any  thing  to  the  exposition  of  the 
rights  of  the  United  States  and  llic  obli- 
gations of  .Spain,  vvliich  is  contained  in 
the  cot  respoiideiicc  between  the  two 
govcnimei.is.  We  can  hardly  expect, 
Irom  cominued  negOLiaiioii,  tiic  redresL 
whicii  has  been  claimed  for  twenty  years, 
md  promised  for  eighteen — which  has 
been  a second  time  p."omised,  and  a sec- 
ond lime  w ithheld.  In  sucli  a negocia- 
;ion,  the  signature  of  a treaty  stems  to 
be  a mere  incident,  and  not  its  term. 

For  the  spoliations  vvlTich  have  been 
coniiuiued  upon  the  pixiperty  ourci 
tzciis,  lor  tfic  invasion  of  our  soil,  f or  the 
weakness  or  parliality  which  Yias  made 
a Spatiis'i  teriiioi  y the  place  of  rendez- 
vous and  eni-ampmciit  of  an  enemy, 
and  vvfiicli  lias  slid  more  lately  permit- 
ted the  Indian  inhabilania  of  that  terri- 
tory, (whom  Spain  was  bound  by  treaty 
to  restrain,)  to  engage  in  savage  hostili- 
ties against  us — for  all  lliese  acts  of  war, 
a people  less  attached  to  peace  would 
seek  redress  only  by  war.  'Tocajiture  and 
totifiscate  the  siiips  and  the  property  of 
Itie  wrongdoer,  would  be  admitted  to  be 
a polii-y  of  iiiiKIticss  and  forbearance  — 
But  hy  such  repiisiis,  the  govcrmnetii 
that  does  the  wrong  suffers  less  than  the 
unoflViirling  subject.  It  seems  a mure  just 
reprisal  to  occupy  the  province  which 
has  been  designated  hy  Sjiain  herself  as 
the  luncl  of  our  indemiiity,  one  whose  oc- 
cupation hy  the  United  States  will  stop 
liic  ai  cu.i  U’iition  of  thus.;  claims  for 
compensation  and  redress  which  the  niis- 
govtrnmeiit  of  that  neglected  colony 
.;onlinnaliy  produces.  The  committee 
submit  to  the  house  a bill  to  authorize 
the  President  of  the  United  States  to 
take  possession  of  East  aud  West  Flori- 
da, and  esiublish  a temporary  govern- 
ment thorein, 

Tlierc  appears  too  much  reason  to  be- 
lieve, from  the  mistake  of  the  Spanish 
iiegociator,  as  to  the  dates  of  the  Span- 
ish grants,  which  it  vvas  intended  to  an- 
nul if  the  projected  treaty  had  been  rati- 
fied, that  the  crown  lands  in  Florida  may 
be  insufficient  to  pipvide  the  expected 
indemnity  for  our  losses,  But  these  may 
he  applied  as  far  as  they  vvill  go,  to  the 
compensation  of  our  citizens,  and  for  tlic 
excess  ofourchim,  6'paiii,  hy  whose  act 
the  domain  of  Florida  has  been  rendered 
inadequate,  must  expect  us  lo  look  vv6sl- 
wai'd.  Peril,  ps,  when  our  attention  is 
thus  forced  to  a direction  more  interest- 
ing to  A'pain,  hcrgovcninicnt  may  at  laat 
admit  that  it  is  as  much  her  interest  as 
ours,  that  the  just  claims  of  the  United 
States  should  be  provided  for  by  friendly 
convention,  and  we  may  hope  that  the 
next  treaty  between  the  two  nations  may 
be  executed  as  well  as  signed. 

'The  following  bill  accompanied  the 
report :

of  the  United  States  he,  and  he  is  heieby, 
aiitiiorised  and  requh'cd  to  lake  p<isses-| 
sion  of,  and  occupy  the  territories  of 
East  aiid  West  Floridas,  anJ  tke  appen-' 


dages  thereof— and  he  is  hereby  sultvcr- 
iscd,  for  that  purpose,  to  ciii|)Icy  any 
part  ol  the  army  and  navy  of  the  U.  Slates 
and  the  militia  of  any  state  which  he  may, 
deem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  ,1nd  be  it  enacted.  That,  until 
the  end  of  the  next  session  of  congress, 
unless  provision  for  the  temporary  gov- 
ernment of  the  said  territories  be  sooner 
made  hy  congress,  all  the  military,  civil, 
and  jiulkial  powers  excercised  by  the 
olfictrs  of  the  existing  government  of  the 
same  teri  ilorics  shall  he  vested  in  such 
person  and  persons,  and  shall  be  exercis- 
ed In  such  manner,  as  the  President  of 
the  United  Stales  shall  direct,  for  main- 
taining the  inhabitants  of  said  Icrritoiiis 
in  the  free  enjoyment  ol  their  liberty,! 
property  and  religion — and  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  relative  to  the  collec- 
tion of  the  revenue,  and  the  importation 
of  persons  of  color,  shall  be  extended  toj 
the  said  territories— and  the  President | 
of  the  United  States  shall  be,  and  he  is 
Hereby, authorised, within  tbeterm  afore- 
said lo  establish  such  districts  for  the  col- 
lection o!  the  revenue,  and  during  the  re- 
cess ol  congress  to  appoint  such  officers, 
wtiose  cominissiuiis  shall  expire  at  the 
nd  ol  the  next  session  of  congress  to  en- 
force the  said  laws,  as  to  him  shall  seem 
expedient. 

Sec.  3.  jindbfit  enacted,  That  the  sum 

of dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  for 

the  purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  ef- 
fect, lo  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and; 
to  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States. 

The  bill  was  twice  read  and  referred 
to  a committee  of  tlie  whole  on  the  state 
of  the  Union.

BRIGHTON,  AUG.  23,  1799. 

Sir. 

“ I ought  to  inform  you,  that  Ireally 
have  no  authority  to  give  or  refuse  per-! 
mission  to  you  or  any  other  Corcigner  to 
lo  the  United  States ; the  admission 
md  rvsiotiice  of  strangers  in  that  coun- 
try being  a matter,  tnai  t.y  a late  law,* 
exclusively  belongs  to  the  prcsuiciit.  It 
!s  true  that  the  government  of  this  coun- 
try, in  the  course  of  the  last  year,  in  con- 
vfV  trrnee  of  my  interference,  gave  mo  as- 
surance that  a particular  description  of 
tcrsions  in  Ireland,  who  it  was  under- 
stood vvere  going  to  the  United  States, 
ihould  not  be  allowed  to  proceed  without 
our  consent : this  restraint  would  doubt- 
less be  witlidravvn  in  favor  of  individuals 
igainst  whose  emigratioo  / should  not 
object ; and  I conclude,  that  it  is  upon 
..is  supposition,  that  you  have  taken  the 
To’jhle  to  communicate  to  me  your  de- 
sire to  go  and  reside  in  the  U.  States— 
Without  presuming  to  form  any  opinion 
on  the  subject  of  the  late  disturbances 
in  Ireland,  I entertain  a distinct  one  in 
relation  to  the  political  situation  of  my 
')wn  country.  lo  common  with  others, 
we  have  felt  the  influence  of  the  changes 
that  have  successively  taken  place  in 
France,  and  unfortunately,  a portion  ofi 
our  inhabitants  has  erroneously  supposodl 
that  our  civil  anJ  political  institutions,! 
as  well  as  our  Btuo.’ial  policy,  might  bei 
improved  by  a close  imitation  of  Fi  ance. 
This  opii.ion,  the  propogation  of  which' 
was  made  the  duty  and  became  the  chief 
employment  of  the  French  agents  rcsid-| 
ing  among  us,  created  a more  consider- 
able division  among  our  people,  and  re- 
quired a greater  watchfulness  and  activ- 
ity from  the  government,  than  could  be- 
forc-hand  have  been  apprehended. 

“ I am  Sony  to  make  the  remark,  and 
shall  stand  in  need  of  your  candor  in  do- 
ing SO,  that  a large  proportion  of  the  em- 
igrants from  Ireland,  and  especially  in  the 
inid’Jle  states,  has,  upon  this  occasion, 
arruiigcd  themselves  on  the  side  of  the 
malcontents.  I ought  to  except  from 
t;.is  remark  most  of  the  enlightened  and 
well  educated  Lisbmen  who  reside  a 
mong  us,  and,  with  a few  exivtptions,  1 
might  confine  it  tothe  indigent  and  illit- 
erate, who,  entertaining  an  attacliment 
to  freedom,  are  unable  to  appreciate 
those  salutary  restraints  without  which 
it  degenerates  into  anarchy.  Jt  would 
be  injustice  to  say  that  the  Irish  emi- 
grants arc  more  national  than  those  of 
other  counii  ics,  yet  being  a numerous, 
though  very  minor  portion  of  our  pop- 
ulation, they  arc  capable,  from  causes  itj 
is  ncctllcss  now  to  explain,  of  being  gen- 
erally brought  to  act  in  concert,  and  un- 
der artful  loaders,  may  be,  as  they  have 
been,  enlisted  in  mischievous  combina- 
tions-agaiust  our  government.  This  vieiy 
leads  me  to  state  to  you  without  reserve, 
the  hesitation  that  I have  felt  in  your 
case  ; on  the  one  hand,  we  cannot  object 
to  the  acquisition  of  inhabitants  fro  n a- 
broad,  possessing  capital  and  skill  in  a 
branch  of  business  that,  with  due  caution, 
may,  without  lisquo  or  difficulty,  and 
with  public  as  well  as  private  advantage, 
be  established  among  us ; but  on  the  o- 
tlicr  hand,  if  the  opinions  of  such  iidiah- 
itanis  arc  likely  to  throw  them  into  the 
class  of  malcontents,  their  fortune,  skill, 
and  consequent  influence,  would  make 
them  unfold  more  dangerous,  and  they 
iiiiglit  become  a disadvantage  instead  of 
a benefit  to  oiir  country.  You  must  be 
sensible  that  I possess  no  sufficient  means 
of  forming  an  opinion  respecting  your 
sentiments ; hut  the  motives  which  lead 
me  to  interfere  with  your  government 
to  restrain  the  emigration  of  the  pei-sons 
above  alluded  to,  oblige  me  to  observe  a 
dua  caution  on  the  present  occasion  ; at 
t le  same  time,  1 desire  not  to  act  with 
illiberaiity,  and  should  be  unwilling  to 
bring  upon  my  country  the  slighest  im- 
piralion  of  inhospitality.  What  Mr. 
W !•  ii*t  hi  swri  t r,  so  far  as  it  goes,  is

“ The  inhabitants  of  this  town  are  in  a state 
of  considerable  alarm,  as  I mentioned  in  toy 
last.  The  night  before  last,  the  second  bert 
tavern  in  this  pl.ace,  a very  large  and  spacious 
building,  was  consumed  by  this  most  (lestruc- 
live  clement,  fire ; applied,  as  is  confidently 
supposed,  by  the  hand  of  an  incendiary — And 
last  night  another  attempt,  in  spite  of  the  most 
vigilant  exertions,  was  made,  bnt  I am  happy 
to  add  without  success,  to  set  on  fire  the  Iowa 
er  part  of  the  town.  If  the  thing  had  been 
discovered  only  five  minutes  Ister,  (as  thn 
wind  was  high)  no  one  can  tell  where  h would 
have  stopped.  A black  woman  has  been  ta- 
ken into  custody,  and  the  strongest  eireum- 
stantial  evidence  is  at  hand  against  her. 

“ The  inhabitants  of  our  town,  as  you  nwy 
suspect,  are  in  no  enviable  condition  ; for  nn 
one  sleeps  but  on  fire  arms,  and  without  ex- 
pecting to  be  roused,  eitlier  to  stop  the  pro- 
gress of  the  devouring  element,  or  to  quell 
insurrection.  Indeed,  the  moment  fire  i* 
called,  an  armed  force  commences  galloping 
up  and  down  the  streets,  and  never  halu  un- 
til all  danger  U at  anend-r-and  woe  be  to  tho 
negro  who  is  caught  out,  or  m any  misdemea- 
nor. It  is  supposed  that  the  woman  now  ia 
jail  will  meet  the  fate  she  so  justly  deserves, 
and  communicate  some  important  information 
in  regard  to  the  insurrection.*'

s. -iitcd  to  the  considi  ration  uf  tne  House 
involves  the  expediency  of  selling  the 
public  lands  to  foreigners  on  terms  nion 
indulgent  than  those  which  r«gulatc  th 
sales  lo  native  citizens.  This  comniiiti-« 
IS  very  sensible,  that  the  mildness  of  ou- 
govfniment,  its  wise  and  wlioles'-mii 
lavs  hate  produced  an  einigrathn, 
which  has  gone  far  to  lucrcase  tl.e  col- 
lectii  e talents  and  industry  of  the  coun- 
,iy;  some  of  ourmost  disiinguished  citi- 
Z'.na,  as  well  as  nK-st  iuduslrious  and  in- 
genious mechanics,  are  among  those 
wlio  have  made  lliis  coun.iry  their  own, 

|hv  adoption.  But  it  is  thought,  that, 
while  wc  liigiily  appreciate  these  bene- 
fits, \vc  should  not  change  the  operation 
'>1  tiie  general  laws  ot  our  country  to 
produce  the  effect.  So  long  as  the  trec- 
dom’of  out  institutions  is  preserved,  anil 
wholesome  laws  are  pcrtnilied  to  have 
iheir  ordiuary  effort,  tlie  inducements 
l.vhich  have  lieruivlor';  had  their  iullu 


ence,  wiil  still  be  s-jiTictently  strong  to] 

roduce  liie  desired  emigration.  It 
ca  inot  be  conceded  that  special  provi. 
siuns,  exceptin'  foreigners,  however 
•icritorious,  ln,m  the  operation  of  gen- 
uial  laws,  and  giving  them  advantages} 
whii  h arc  denied  to  the  < i izc-iis,'-an  b*-! 
foun.icd  in  good  policy.  It  is  a peculi  j 
arity  eniinentiy  honotabie  to  our  conn-' 
try,  that  the  native  of  Euro|ie  pusscases 
in  the  acquisition  of  the  soil  litre,  the 
same  aUiaiilagcs  which  an  \ ncrican  ri-j 
'izen  dors;  to  give  him  more  would  pro- 
duce a distinction  not  only  invidious,  but 
ni'ibt  unjust.  Wnen  tae  law  is  now  e- 
qually  open  to'  both,  it  would  be  a ptr- 
vened  use  ol  ciiarity  lo  give  to  the  stran- 
ger a facility  wiiich  we  deny  to  the  citi- 
zen. 

I'  is  probable  that  during  the  present 
session  of  coiigl'tss,  the  mode  of  selling 
tne  public  lands  will  be  so  far  altered,  as 
to  deinaud  a cash  payiueiu  of  each  pur 
ciiasi-r.  Every  reason  which  could  intiu- 
ence  congress  to  make  that  change, 
would  f>.  hid  this  cominiucc  from  propo- 
sing to  sell  a large  quantity  oh  a credit 
still  more  disfant  than  the  present  laws 
contemplate.  It  the  public  inlercsts 
s ould  be  thought  to  require  a syst.  iu 
still  more  rigorous  than  the  one  which 
now  prevails,  and  this  too  against  peii 
tionsofa  great  mimlier  of  yoiirciuzcns, 
>r.d  the  memorials  ol  the  legisialurcs  ol 
several  of  the  southern  and  western 
St  itvs,  it  would  indeed  be  aii  assumpti  n'. 
e higu  responsibility  on  the  part  of  this 
committee  to  recommend,  in  obedience 
lo  the  prayer  of  the  present  petitioners, 
tiiat  indulgence  to  them,  which  the  ex- 
pected bill  will  deny  to  your  own  citi 
zens. 

The  establishment  of  a conimuniiy 
of  loreigners  within  o ircounlry,so.clud 
ed  by  their  habits,  mauners  and  lan- 
guage, from  an  intimate -ass'.ciation  with 
t ic  great  body  of  our  citizens,  caiiiiol 
be  an  event  so  desirable  as  to  justify  a 
departure  from  the  general  law.  .-In 
unrestrained  iiilerr.oursc  with  the  body 
of  Ameiican  yeomanry  affords  to  the 
emigiant  the  best  andprohab'y  the  onlv 
means  of  acquiring  an  intimate  know- 
edge  of  our  laws  and  ir.sliuilions ; a 
kuuwltdge  which  is  not  only  necessary 
to  give  him  the  full  enjoy  incut  of  his  sit 
nation,  bill  is  necessary  to  render  him  a 
valuable  and  safe  citizen  to  the  common 
wealth.  It  is  believed  that,  if  a large 
settlement  was  formed,  exclusively  of 
foreign  families,  to  most  of  whom,  our 
language  would  of  course  be  unknown, 
ma  .y  years  would  elapse  before  that 
gi'ncral  intercourse  would  take  place, 
beyond  the  boundaries  of  their  own  com- 
muni'y,  which  would  be  csseiiti.il  to  give 
to  them  full  possession  of  American 
principles  and  character  ; and  it  is  by  n.> 
means  certain,  that  time  would  in  such 
'■ases  ever  have  the  effect  of  entirely  des- 
troying their  loreign  character.  \Vhile, 
ilitui,  this  committee  rejoice  in  every  op- 
portunity of  coinmnnirati'ig  t:  c blessings 
of  their  country  to  their  K'lrope.an  broth- 
'-•rs,  they  believe  that  it  can  be  safely  done, 
only  wiien  they  enjoy  them  by  iiidis'  riin- 
nutc  association. 

The  petitioners  have  (many  of  them) 
been  heretofore  engaged  in  manufac- 
tures ; and  they  rely  fur  much  of  the 
support,  which  tlu.-y  expect  to  receive, 
upon  the  stock  ol  manulactiiring  skill 
aii.l  indnsi  ry  which  they  promise  to  intro- 
duce. They  have  exinbiied  before  the 
comrniltec  some  hea'ilifitl  and  very*  sa- 
tisfactory specimens  of  their  ingenuity 
and  skill,  particularly  in  silk  and  cotton 
goods.  Your  commilte  frit  the  lull  force 
uf  this  appeal,  and  very  frankly  state,  that 
if  any  petition  of  a similar  character  car. 
be  acceptable  to  tue  house,  this  drsii  vcs 
to  be  so.  ^Vitllcut  rtfening  to  the 
known  character  of  the  Swiss  peasantry, 
a settlement  in  the  stale  of  Indiana,  ol 
cm  igraols  from  .Switzerland,  gives  strong 
evidence,  that  a colony  cst.iblisiied  under 
ihe  a'ispiecs  of  the  present  petitioners 
wonid  i e characterized  by  iiidustry  .am' 
unoffending  submission  to  the  laws 
They  resist  the  application,  however,  on 
the  grounds  till  y havcslatcd.  The  tci  fiis 
of  sale  held  out  by  the  present  laws  arc 
of  the  nv.sl  indulgent  kind';  and  if  the 
public  interests  should  even  j'lstify  a re 
laxation  from  them,  it  is < imHdrutly  be- 
lieved that  it  should  be  in  favor  of  ''  meri 
can  citizens. 

In  answer  to  that  part  of  the  petition 
which  declares  that  one  of  the  principal 
olijects  is  “ the  domestic  manufacture  of 
cotton,  Wool,  fl  iz  and  silk,”  the  com- 
mittee will  only  say,  that  it  may  well  be 
considered,  bow  far  it  would  comport 
with  sound  p'ilicy  to  give  a premium  lor 
the  introduction  of  manufacturers,  atllie 
moment  when,  by  the  almost  iiranimous 
d duration  of  our  manufacturers,  it  is 
s id,  they  cannot  live  witout  farther  pro- 
te  tion. 

The  committee  do  therefore  recom- 
■mend  to  the  house  the  following  rc-solu* 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  pe- 
titioners ouglit  not  to  be  granted.
